This district is noted for its fine office buildings and smart specialty 
shops. The character of these shops located on 57th Street, Fifth 
Avenue, and Madison Avenue, has made this portion of the district 
one of the world's fashion centers. Park Avenue runs through an area 
of private clubs, town houses, hotels, and expensive apartment 
houses. In contrast, Third Avenue is lined v/lth low-rental residences, 
many of which are flats situated above the stores. Lexington and 
Third Avenues are solid areas of retail stores. The district has many 
antique shops and art galleries. Among its important institutions are the 
Museum of Modern Art, St. Patrick's Cathedral, and a part of 
Radio City. 
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
